Those w'lio opposed Hie change in 
the rule believe that it will bring 
back the old sailers and floaters that 
caused the rule to he passed several 
years ago against tile use of 
any 
foreign substances on the hall. 
"As a pitcher,” 
Babe Ruth said 
today, "I believe that 
the use of 
resin will help get better control hut 
I doubt tha t many pitchers will he 
able to do tricks with the hall. When 
we were allowed to use stuff on the 
ball, there were only a few pitch­ 
ers, like Eddie Cicotte and Hod El­ 
ler, who could make the 
ba 11 
do 
thin gs.” 
R uth also doubts that, h itting will 
be decreased greatly by the change 
in the rule. 
"As long as tile hall is 
full of hope,” he said, “ it will take 
more th an resin to keep some of tho 
heavy hitters from giving 
it 
long 
rides.”

The American League representa­ 
tives on the rules committee offered 
only friendly resistance. 
It was re ­ 
ported after the December meetings

Boxers around New York and their managers, who 
have been basking in the big dough for four years, have cause for concern 
over the h ock ey craze that has seized the city. 
They have reason to he alarmed, too, river the interest that Tex Riekarrl 
is taking in ice sports in ills new Garden and the warning that he has sounh- 
ed for next year. 
He said a few days ago that there was more money in the promotion of 
hockey and that boxing had degenerated so in (lass that he might use a fight 
card only once a month next winter and that he would bother only with the 
very best attractions. 
It was a big gamble for Rickard to install the costly ire-making machin­ 
ery in the Garden because hockey was practically a dead sport in New York 
and there was plenty of competition from convenient skating rinks. 
But there were reasons to believe that New Yorkers were getting sour on 
boxing on account of the poor cards and the difficulty experienced in getting 
good seats. 
Some one must be responsible for the success the speculators 
have in getting choice seats hut Rickard could not he blamed for the poor 
cards. 
The good fighters, figuring on a seating capacity double that of old Mad­ 
ison Square Garden, where Rickard operated for years, doubled the price 
demands when Rickard moved into his new building and they gave him the 
laugh when he Haiti he Wouldn’t pay any more big money for cheap cards. 
The fighters made the mistake of figuring that the success of the Garden 
depended upon (loxing and that Rickard would have to he generous if the 
fighters insisted upon holding out for top purses. 
Hot key and skating, however, have already made boxing a secondary 
attraction in the Garden. 
The house hasn’t been filled this season for a box­ 
ing match and hockey has drawn two capacity houses of 17,000 and other 
matches averaged from 8,000 to 12,000. 
The Walker boxing hill restricts a promoter to one match a week, and 
in an expensive place like the Garden, it has to he a good drawing match to 
make expenses. 
Rickard was left Holding the hag for $11,000 after the benefit that was 
staged for the Christmas fund and that, caused him to open his eyes. 
He complains that he ca n ’t get the boxers to work for him. 
Some of the 
hest attractions in the game are willing to take hard matches at some of the 
smaller clubs for from $500 up, hut when Rickard sends for them they start 
off with $5,000.
